Agriculture ia Sebools 


The following isa brief summary 


ot 


Farmers’ Institute: The farmers of the 
present day wore not educated on th: 
scientific principles of farming, but it was 
desirable the children should be. In the 
schools it shouid be introduced with the 
Jed class. Th> advance of competition 
made the study necessary. He believed 
every man’s labec should be involved in 
his business, of whatever character, to 
make it profitable. Tne farmer’s later 
should appear in his operations. Mr. 
Young, of Nova Scatia, 60 years ago con- 
ended plants required food; manuring 
&c. was only a preparation of food for 
plants. In the old Red River section 
manuring was neglécted, but the minds 
of the ‘people mm those sections were 
changed now. Their lamentable errors 
had borne fruit. Many farmers hada 
misconception of this. matter, and it was 
better to educate the young that the 
fallacy be overtaken as soon as possible. 
[t wasa false idea that it was easy tu enter 
the professions and make money as many 
were starving in them to-day, who migh 
be making « respectable liveliteod on tie 
farm, had they remained onit when 
there. Even in Winnipeg there were 
scores of professional — men who were 
starving “respectfully” in the professions 
—doetors hoping fer patients and lawyers 
angling for clients, livang on their neigh- 
bors, when they might be living on hon- 
orable earnings had the ‘y taken up farm 
ing. The farmer was the tiost indepen- 
dent maninthe country, when he once 
go: a foot ing, if industrious. He could 
have better times and a happier life than 
many in the professions. It was much 
better tobe a successful farmer than 
wear better clothes and use povrer food 
inthe city. The object wasto havea 
elass of farmers that would succeed. The 
first lessons to be taught in school were 
in the Trotany of the prairie farm—to 
ArOUs thouglit and interest. Show the 
child a picture of a plant. Take him 
into the ficid, and find the plant i itself, 
and explain its parts and qualities. He 
would then take other natural produst- 
ions of the farm, and deal with them in 
like manner—grains, grasses, roots, 
vegetables: &e. He would next take, 
the noxious weeds—-the French weed, 
Canada thistle &e., the worst enemies of 
agriculture. He would next take trees 
and shrubs and instruct the pup ia tree 
planting. This would cover the ground 
for the first year or Srd book. 

Inthe 4th book, he would introduce a 
little chemistry water, air, soils. &c., 
make lessons practical, and children even 
young will rise to the necessities. Would 

et photos of the best animale in the 
c vuntry from which their «qualities ceuld 
be shown. Every teacher must be in 

structed. There was now tuo much 
parrot work and too little teaching how 
to think. He tad secn too mach teach- 
ing even in these days that was aot teach- 
ing at all-—ail shoald be brought down to 
the practic: i. He believed the lady 
teachers should become equally cempe- 
tent with the gentlemen. An agricui- 
tu al eTlege for the training of teachers 
was toy far advanced for the needs of 
of the country, but there should bea 
school for the elementary training of 
teachers.

start to handle the subject in the primary 
schur ys.
